A Brainerd Man Murdered. 


Andrew Olson has confessed to the 
murder of Hans Hagan. In company 
with the sheriff of Wilkin county he 
arriv ed from Duluth on the midnight 
train last night on his way to Breok- 
enridge, where he will lie in jail until 
court sets. Olson made a confession 
to the sheriff in which ho stated that 
he killed Hagan, but he said it was 
not for his money. He was enamored 
with Mrs. Hagan and desired to get 
her for his wife and it was impossible 
as long as Hagan was aliv e. He 
therefore planned the murder and 
carried it out in all its awful brutality. 
The brute claims that the lady had 
J some knowledge of what was going 
on, but the statement is untrue with­ 
out doubt, as had it been so she 
would not hav e intrusted her mail to 
strangers and been instrumental in 
assisting the officers in this search 
for Olson. 


THE MATTER IN DETAIL. 
On Monday last the body of Hans 
Hagan, of this city, was found on the 
banks of Whisky creek, sev en miles 
north of Breckenridge in this state. 
His skull was broken and his throat 
was cut 
mutilation being apparent. Hagan 
liv ed in this city and was at one time 
an industrious employe of the North­ 
ern Pacific road, and liv ed in comfort 
with his wife m Southeast Brainerd, 
there being fiv e children, now father­ 
less. He lost his job through the in­ 
fluence of the man supposed to be 
his murderer, who, it is claimed, 
helped to entice Hagan from the 
paths of sobriety and industry. Early 
in July Hagan and Andrew Olson 
went to the harv est fields of Dakota 
for work and hav ing sav ed his money, 
about three weeks ago Hagan left 
Marston in company with Olson for 
Breckenridge on foot, where they ex­ 
pected to take the cars for Brainerd. 
This was the last seen of Hagan aliv e. 
The murder is supposed to hav e taken 
place on the 24th of September. On 
the 26th Andrew Olson appeared at 
the residence of Mrs. Hagan in South­ 
east Brainerd and displayed the time- 
check and watch of her husband, say­ 
ing that he had been instructed to 
sell them for Hans as he had con­ 
cluded not to return to his family, 
but would go to the old country and 
let the family take care of of them­ 
selv es in the future 
The murder 
had not been discov ered at that time 
and Mrs. Hagan placed reliance in 
this fellow’s story, knowing that he 
had been with her husband and was 
an intimate friend. Olson then dis­ 
appeared and in the meantime the 
body was found and authorities here 
notified with inquiries for Andrew 
Olson. Wednesday morning two let­ 
ters arriv ed for the widow, and think­ 
ing tbis might lead to a discov ery of j 
this fellow’s whereabouts, an officer 'i 
took them to her, and sure enough I 
one was from him at Rices Point, 
Duluth. In it he urged her to come j 
to him at that place and he would fix 
out a boarding house for her and she 
could make money. The police there 
was wired to hold and arrest him, 
which was done, and the sheriff of 
Wilkin county passed through here 
last night with him enroute for Breck­ 
enridge, where he will be tried for 
the morder. 
He usually wore a 
heav y full beard and a suspicious in­ 
cident is the fact that on the day he 
left here for Duluth he shav ed his 
face clean. There seems to be no 
reasonable doubt but that Olson is 
guilty or connected with the crime in 
some manner. Mrs. Hagan is 6aid to 
be in distressingly destitute circum­ 
stances and with her large family the 
case is certainly a sad one and calls 
for the attention of charitably 
clined people.

A Nov el Scheme. 
The Crookston Times says : Con­ 
ductor Copeland tells of a nov el 
method of killing geese which a 
couple of Dev il Lake artist hav e in­ 
v ented. A frame is constructed which 
represents the anatomy of an ox. This 
is cov ered ■with light canv ass with 
hair glued to the outside. 
Slots are 
cut an the bottom so that walking may 
be easy. 
The structure comes far 
enough down so that it and the gross 
cov er the legs. 
Into this two men 
place themselv es, one forward the 
other aft, with the structure resting 
on their shoulders. 
The wise geese 
are completely fooled until the side 
of the ox drops suddenly, and a 
number of them are dead. These two 
geese slayers killed in this manner in 
three days 134 geese, going out at 10 
in the forenoon and returning to town 
before dark. 
A t one place there were 
thousands of brant feeding on the stub­ 
ble and beyond them a large number of 
goose; geese were preferable to brant, 
besides ev idences ot other | 
they walked directly through the 
nock of brant arid among the geese. 
Suddenly the side of the ox gav e way. 
four barrels were discharged in rapid 
succession, and 23 gcoso were killed. 
While walking along at one time the 
rear part of the ox suddenly halted ; 
the forward part of course was com­ 
pelled to stop also : and hearing a 
squeaking noise in his rear, turned 
and beheld his companion holding a 
jack rabbit by the ears, the unsuspec­ 
ting jack nev er dreaming of danger 
to himself from an innocent ox.

HALF-BREED 
SCRIP. 


An Impo rtant Land Case Fro m Min­ 
neso ta Decided by the General 
Land Office. 


Burned to Death W hile Suspended 
in Mid-Air by an Electric 
Lig ht Wire. 


W ashing ton, D. C. Special Teleg ram.— 
Assistant Land Commissioner Stone, of the 
g eneral land office, has g iven an opinion 
in what is known as one of the Chippewa 
half-breed scrip cases. 
The lanu in contro­ 
versy is very valuable, as it contains rich 
deposits of iron and is in the g reat Minnesota 
iron belt 
Tbe land is lot 7 and northeast 
q uarter section 30, town 1 1 , rang e 63, in the 
D uluth district 
The land was first located 
by Jam es H. Warren by his attorney in fact, 
J. H. Hharp, under the treaty of Sept 30, 
1854, which allowed every head of a famt y 
of the mixed blood Chippewas of Lake 8 u- 
perior to loca'e eig hty acres of land. Feb. 
23, 1889, Joseph H. Chandler applied to lo­ 
cate Valentine scrip on the tract. 
March 23, 
1889 , Jesse G Barride applied by attorney 
to locate a soldier's additional homestead 
entry. 
Both applicants were rejected on the 
g round of Warren’s previous location March 
11, 1889, Emio H aitm nn applied with ro r- 
terfield scrip and 
wa s also refused. 
All par­ 
ties appealed to the g eneral land office. 
Chandler and Barride failed to file affidavits 
of contest ag ainst Warren until after H art­ 
m an’s affidavit was filed, and his contest 
therefore comes first and be is the only one 
ooneidered. Hurtm an alleg es that Warren 
made tbe entry for the benefit of other par­ 
ties, who paid him a valuable consideration; 
that J. H. Sharp was made his attorney for 
location, and C. A. d’Autrem ont attorney to 
selL 
No law was ever passed by cong ress 
reg ulating 
OTiiEB METHODS OF SELECTION. 
But the interior departm ent authorized 
the half-breed to appear before au Indian 
ag ent and make proot that he or she was, at 
the rate of the treaty, the head of a family 
belong ing to the Lake Superior Chippewas. 
The ag ent should deposit the proof with the 
land officers, and the Indian secure a certifi­ 
cate of identity. 
This certificate of identity 
was located by W arren throug h his attorney. 
The assistant commissioner holds that War­ 
ren’s selection is prima facia valid. 
It was 
made by virtue of power of attorney duly 
executed in the name of Warren himself, 
properly identified as a beneficiary in the 
treaty. 
He had a rig ht to have the land se­ 
lected fox him, and the land in q uestion had 
seg reg ated from the public domain when 
the other applications were made. The ac­ 
tion of the local officers in r ejecting said ap­ 
plication is attirmed subject to appeal to the 
departm ent 
He directs patent to issue to 
Warren. 
If Warren has been defrauded as 
alleg ed by the contestant, his patent will 
protect him. 
If he has ag reed to sell the 
land for a consideration it is som ething with 
which the departm ent has n 
hing to do. 
Tbe authority bv which the laud w as located 
was a certificate of identity and contains 
nothing to prevent the Indian from dispos­ 
ing of it or barg aining for the land before he 
has located it 
The alleg ation that Warren 
had sig ned two powers of attorney in blank, 
one to locate the land and the other to sell 
the same, does not invalidate the certificate. 
The parent is directed to issue to Warren or 
his authorized ag ent, subject to appeal. This 
case will of course be appealed to tbe in­ 
terior departm ent, as there are others pend 
ing w hich will be affected by the final decis­ 
ion and tbe land involved m this case is 
^ o rlh $ 250,000 or more.

Deputy Coroner J. Atkins said 
that the spectacle was the most g hastly he 
had ever seen. 
‘‘The wire.” he said, “which 
cut throug h the lineman’s cheek had evi 
riently entered at the mouth. 
It bad burned 
clear into the cheek bone. 
Ih e burning of 
the throat had severed the windpipe and 
many muscles and veins just below tbe 
Adam’s apple. 
If the man had remained 
suspended in the air much long er the head 
would have been completely severed from 
the body. 
The shock may or may not have 
killed him instantly, bat it certainly rendered 
him unconHcious, so th at his face fell for 
ward on the other wires." 


ROYALTY MEETS. 


T fle C z a r E nte r ta ine d by th e Ilo ya l 
F a m ily o f G e rm a ny. 
B eblin, Cable.—The czar has arrived here. 
He was accompanied by the g rand,uuke 
Georg e, bis second son. Emperor tViiliam 
^hyej-al of tfte royal princes. Prince Bis­ 
marck, Count H erbert Bismarck and a num ­ 
ber of g enerals and court officials received 
the czar aud the duke at Lehrter station. 
The czar was attired in the uniform of the 
German Alexander reg iment, of which he is 
honorary coloneL 
He and Emperor William 
embraced repeatedly. 
After their g reeting 
was over, the czar turned to Bismarck and 
ahook hands with 
him. 
He bIbo 
held 
a 
brief 
conversation 
with 
the 
chancellor. 
The members of the czar’s 
suite were then presented to the suite of 
Emperor William, after which the g uard of 
honor defiled before the czar, the band play­ 
ing the Russian national hymn. 
The party 
then proceeded to the state carriag es which 
were in waiting , and drove throug h the 
Brandenburg g ale across tbe Koenig splatz 
^udjto the Russian embassy, the horses g oing 
on a fast trot for the entire distance. 
As the 
Imperial carriag es passed the Brandenburg 
g ate a park of artillery beg an tiring a salute 
ef 
1 0 1 g uns. 
2 he streets along the route 
Wprb plentifully decorated with dag s and 
bg uting , but the crowd which had g athered 
did not cheer as the czar passed along . 
Em­ 
peror William wore the uniform of tne Rus­ 
sian Wyborg a reg iment, and had on hia 
breast the deooration of the Russian Order of 
Bt Andrew. 
1’riuce Bismarck also wore his 
Russian orders. Emperor William, before 
leaving the Russian em lassy, sat down to a 
luncheon with 
THE CZAB AND HIS PABTT, 
Count Sebouva off. the Russian ambassador, 
presided and was the first to raise bis g lass 
to we'couie the czar, after which he called 
for three cheers, and there was a hearty re­ 
sponse. 
The band played the Russian an­ 
them, and then the czar toasted Emperor 
William. 
The two eng ag ed in an anim ated 
conversation until the emperor left the em- 
bhssy at 12:30. 
Bismarck did not accom­ 
pany the emperor, but rem ained at the em ­ 
bassy and held a conference with the czar 
Which lasted fuliy an hour and a half. Later 
the czar drove out in an open carnag e sur­ 
rounded 
by 
cavalry and paid a v.sit 
to 
the 
Empress 
Aug usta 
and 
to 
the Empress Frederick. 
1 be dinner in the 
white hall of the schloss took place iu the 
evening and there were 140 covers. 
The 
czar wore the uniform of a German uhlan 
reg iment and « a« seated betw een the em ­ 
peror and the empress, with Prince Bismarck 
as hia vis a via 
Em peror William drunk to 
Ua.tveJfare.oi his honored friend and g u eit 
¡.p dto U e cfentiEuanoe 
cti friendship be­ 
tween their two houses, which had been 
maintained for over a hundred years, and 
which he was resolved to cherish as a sacred 
leg acy from his ancestors. 
The czar drank 
to the wellfare of the Emperor William and 
thanked him in French for hi« friendly sen­ 
timents. He than drank to Bismarck who 
roae in recog nition of the honor, emptied 
his g lass and bowed low. 
Emperor William 
showed a like courtesy to Counc Bchouvaloff, 
which was acknowledg ed iu the same way. 
At the g ala opera in the evening the czar 
sat between tbe em peror and empress, and 
tbe Grand Duke Georg e and the German 
princes were present. The second pari of 
Wag ner’s “Rheing old” was g iven and a cop- 
pelin ballet. 
In the intervals between the 
acts tea was served in tbe royal box. 
At the 
conclusion of the perform ance the czar and 
his son returned to the embassy.

Barr, then a resident of Iowa, went to Da­ 
kota on a visit to a friend, and while there 
was inform ed that a ceitain eig hty acres 
adjoining a tract then rec-ntly entered by 
Michael Barr was subject to homestead entry. 
•She according ly entered it, purchased a small 
house aud had it moved on her claim; broke 
one acre and made other improvements. At 
that time, she says in ner testimony, she 
had no intention of m arrying Mr. Barr, but 
later they married, “when they moved tbe 
houses up close tog ether on the line and 
sodded them up all around on the outside, 
making them one house; that Mr. Barr put 
hia bed, stove, table, etc., iu his; and m at 
she put a bed, stove, table, etc., in her« ; that 
there were no means ot communicating 
between 
the 
two 
different 
parts 
of 
the 
bouse, except 
by 
g oing 
outside, 
each part having an outside door; that 
she acted iu g ood faith iu making the eutry, 
not knowing Michael Barr at tfie time and 
having no understanding that it was to be 
kept m the Barr fam ily; th at she complied 
with the homestead law fully.* Mrs Barr's 
claim is rejected ou tbe g round that husband 
and wife cauuot maintain separate resi­ 
dences at the same time and in the same 
house, so that each by virtue of said resi­ 
dence may perfect an entry under the home­ 
stead law.

A Brainerd Man Murdered. 


Andrew Olson has confessed to the 
m urder of Hans Hagan. 
In company 
with the sheri ff of Wilkin county he 
arrived from Duluth on tho midnight 
train last night on his way to Breck- 
enridge, where he will lie in jail until 
court sets. Olson made a confession 
to the sheriff in which he stated that 
he killed Hagan, but he said it wTas 
not for his money. 
He was enamored 
with Mrs. Hagan and desired to get 
her for his wife and it was impossible 
as long as Hagan was alive. 
He 
therefore planned the murder and 
carried it out in all its awful brutality. 
! The brute claims that the lady had 
some knowledge of what was going 
on, but the statement is untrue with­ 
out doubt, as had it beeD so she 
would not have intrusted her mail to 
strangers and been instrumental in 
assisting the officers in this search 
for Olson. 


THE MATTER IN DETAIL. 
On Monday last the body of Hans 
Hagan, of this city, was found on the 
banks of Whisky creek, seven miles 
north of Breckenridge in this state. 
His skull was broken and his throat 
■was cut besides evidences of other 
mutilation being apparent. 
Hagan 
lived in this city and was at one time 
an industrious employe of the North­ 
ern Pacific road, and lived in comfort 
with his wife m Southeast Brainerd, 
there being five children, now father­ 
less. 
He lost his job through the in­ 
fluence of the man supposed to be 
his murderer, who, it is claimed, 
helped to entice Hagan from the 
paths of sobriety and industry. 
Early 
in July Hagan and Andrew Olson 
went to the harvest fields of Dakota 
for work and having saved his money, 
about three weeks ago Hagan left 
Marston in company with Olson for 
Breckenridge on foot, where they ex­ 
pected to take the cars for Brainerd. 
This was the last seen of Hagan alive. 
The murder is supposed to have taken 
place on the 24th of September. 
On 
the 26th Andrew Olson appeared at 
the residence of Mrs. Hagan in South­ 
east Brainerd and displayed the time- 
check and watch of her husband, say­ 
ing that he had been instructed to 
sell them for Hans as he had con­ 
cluded not to return to his family, 
but would go to the old country and 
let the family take care of of them­ 
selves in the future 
The murder 
had not been discovered at that time 
and Mrs. Hagan placed reliance in 
this fellow’s story, knowing that he 
had been with her husband and was 
an intimate friend. Olson then dis­ 
appeared and in the meantime the 
body was found and authorities here 
notified with inquiries for Andrew 
Olson. 
Wednesday morning two let­ 
ters arrived for the widow, and think­ 
ing thi6 might lead to a discovery of 
this fellow’s whereabouts, an officer 
took them to her, and suro enough 
one was from him at Rices Point, 
Duluth. 
In it he urged her to come 
to him at that place and he would fix 
out a boarding house for her and she 
could make money. 
The police there 
was wired to hold and arrest him, 
which was done, and the sheriff of 
Wilkin county passed through here 
last night with him enroute for Breck­ 
enridge, where he will be tried for 
the murder. 
He usually wore a 
heavjT full beard and a suspicious in­ 
cident is the fact that on the day he 
left here for Duluth ho shaved his 
face clean. 
There seems to be no 
reasonable doubt but that Olson is 
guilty or connected with the crime in 
some manner. 
Mrs. Hagan is said to 
be in distressingly destitute circum­ 
stances and with her large family the 
case is certainly a sad one and calls 
for the attention of charitably in­ 
clined people.

A Novel Me lie inc. 
The Crookston Times says : Con­ 
ductor Copeland tells of a novel 
method of killing geese which a 
couple of Devil Lake artist have in­ 
vented. A frame is constructed which 
represents tho auatomy of an ox. This ! 
is covered with light canvass with j 
hair glued to the outside. 
Slots are 
cut at the bottom so that walking may 
be easy. 
The structure comes far j 
enough down so that it and the grass 1 
cover tho legs. 
Into this two men 
place themselves, one forward the 
other aft, with the structure restiug 
on their shoulders. 
The wise geese 
are completely fooled until the side 
of the ox drops suddenly, and a 
number of them are dead. 
These two 
geese slayers killed in this manner in 
three days 134 geese, going out at 10 
in the forenoon and returning to tow’n 
before dark. At one place there were 
thousands of brant feeding on the stub­ 
ble and beyond them a large number of 
geese ; geese were preferable to brant, | 
so they walked directly through the 
flock of brant and among the geese. 
Suddenly the side of the ox gave way, 
four barrels were discharged in rapid 
succession, and 23 geese were killed. 
While walking along at one time the 
rear part of the ox suddenly halted ; 
the forward part of course was com­ 
pelled to stop also ; and hearing a 
squeaking noise in his rear, turned 
and beheld his companion holding a 
jack rabbit by the ears, the unsuspec­ 
ting jack never dreaming of danger 
to himself from an innocent ox.

Andrew Olson has confessed to the 
murder of Hans Hagan. In company 
with the sheriff of Wilkin county he 
arrived from Duluth on the midnight 
train last night on his way to Breck­ 
enridge, where he will lie in jail until 
court sets. Olson made a confession 
to the sheriff in which he stated that 
he killed Hagan, but he said it was 
not for his money. 
He was enamored 
with Mrs. Hagan and desired to get 
her for his wife and it was impossible 
as long as Hagan was alive.

therefore planned the murder and 
carried it out in all its awful brutality.

A Novel Scheme.

the 26th Andrew Olson appeared at 
the residence of Mrs. Hagan in South­ 
east Brainerd and displayed the time- 
check and watch of her husband, say­ 
ing that he had been instructed to 
sell them for Hans as he had con­ 
cluded not to return to his family, 
but would go to the old country and 
let the family take care of of them­ 
selves in the future 
The murder 
had not been discovered at that time 
and Mrs. Hagan placed reliance in 
this fellow's story, knowing that he 
had been with her husband and was 
an intimate friend. Olson then dis­ 
appeared and in the meantime the 
body was found and authorities here 
notified with inquiries for Andrew 
Olson. 
Wednesday morning two let­ 
ters arrived for the widow, and think­ 
ing this might lead to a discovery of 
this fellow's whereabouts, an officer 
took them to her, aud sure enough I 
one was from him at Rices Point, 
Duluth. In it he urged her to come 
to him at that place and he would fix 
out a boarding house for her and she 
could make money. The police there 
was wired to hold and arrest him, 
which was done, and the sheriff of 
Wilkin county passed through here 
last night with him enroute for Breck­ 
enridge, where he will be tried for 
the murder. 
He usually wore a 
heavy full beard and a suspicious in­ 
cident is the fact that on the day he 
left here for Duluth he shaved his 
face clean. 
There seems to be no 
reasonable doubt but that Olson is 
guilty or connected with the crime in 
some manner. Mrs. Hagan is 6aid to 
be in distressingly destitute circum­ 
stances and with her large family the 
case is certainly a sad one and calls 
for the attention of charitably in­ 
clined people.

Richard Franklin Pettigrew was born iu Lud­ 
low, Vt., July 20, 18-th, his tat her being a m er­ 
chant cf that place. 
In 1854 the family re­ 
moved to Union, Rock county, Wis . but a short 
time again removing to Evansville, in the srm e 
township. In 1804 he went to Beloit and en­ 
tered the college, starting to work his way 
through the course by taking care of one of the 
school buildings of that place. 
W hile so en­ 
gaged his father died aud he was compelled to 
return home aud assume the management of the 
farm. 
He did not relax his studies, however. In 
the w inter of 1807 he isught school near home, 
and the following winter taught near Cedar 
Rapid*. Iowa. 
In the spring of 1809 he entered 
the law ciass at the university, and in 1870 was 
adm itted to the bar at Janesvtiie, Wt*. In the 
summer of 1809 he joined a party of surveyors 
and went to Dakota. Their route led them to 
the present siio of Fioux Falls, and Pettigrew 
tbeu decided th at there was the spot in the W rit 
for him to make his home. As soon as spring 
opened in 1870 he started for Sioux Falls, arriv­ 
ing there after weeks of delav by bad roads and 
high water, with 25 centa In bis t>ocket. He ha* 
rinc* then served three terras as congressional 
delegate for the Territory of Dakota, and i* 
largely interested in various business enter­ 
prises in the new State of South Dakota. 


Gideon C. Moodv was born ia Cortland, N. Y., 
in 1832, removing at an early age to Indiana 
He enlisted in the Union army in April, ls til, 
enteriug as first lieutenant of tho Ninth Indiana 
infantry, but was cominixsoned and mustered iu 
as captain of Company G. After three month*’ 
service he was appointed captain of the Ninth 
United State* regular*, bnt obtained leave of 
absence to nerve with volunteeis 
Upon re-en­ 
listm ent he wa* promoted to lieutenant colonel, 
and in tiie fall of 180! commts* oned a* colonel 
ot the regiment 
In March. 1h«2. he joined 
Bueli’* airuy, and wa* assigned to Gen. Nelson’s 
command again*; hi* wish, but was assured 
th a t he would ire kept there only teuipora-itv. 
The first tune he met Nel*on be had a diffi­ 
culty with him, and soon afterward asked to be 
relieved aud returned to hi* regular r< glrnent, 
which was granted.

Every­ 
where we turn we are confronted with the evi­ 
dence* of the achievement* of our scientific men 
and skilled artisan*. 
It i* my good fortune to 
become acquainted wiih the New South in a 
state which, though one of tLe oldest or the Old 
South, i* one of the inoat progressive of the new, 
in a region which received the severest blight of 
war, but which now shows the greatest degr-e 
ot revivicatton. In a city which represents le:*t 
the recovered energy, the proud spirit, the 
wealth, the Intelligence, the honor, the vigor of 
thia rejuvenated land. When I reflect upon

city and vicinity only twentv-flve years ago— 
a* a Northerner, old enough to have observed 
the tendency of the ante-b- llum Bonth, I am 
amazed; «* an American citizen, proud ot mv 
country’s institution* and form of government, 
(am rejoiced.

The great dark cioad which hung over the 
South for »o many years ha* gone, ihank God, 
aud the bright sun of Heaven looks down upon 
a uobier civilization, inspiring new life, new 
couraue and new a*piratlou».

our democratic form of government Is ignor- 
auce.

census 
of 1*90 will make a better snowing. I am sure. 
You have within your borders vast numbers of 
au unfortunate and long-oppressed race. 
It i» 
your interest, a* it ts vour dntv. to lift them out 
of the estate in which fate has placed them and 
help them to assume the responsibilities of c it­ 
izenship 
The experience of the lost twenty 
years has proved to you the advantages of free 
labor. 
Most of you will remember the predic­ 
tions of vour statesm en before the war, that 
without slave* the South could uot profitably 
produce cotton; yet with fre* labor vou have 
raised more oottou in thela*t ten years than you 
raised in toe tw enty vear* l»efore Kurnter was 
fired ou, uotw uhslaudiug that only a p a rt of 
your population has be<-n engaged ju this indus­ 
try, aud th at m the meantime vour m anufactur­ 
ing centers haye become formidable rival* of the 
North.

Great Depredations Upon Timber 
Lands Along the Border in 
Minnesota. 


Millions of Feet of Logs Stolen 
From Land Belonging to the 
Government.

The chair car cao g h l fire, and m any 
of the passengers w ere burned iu addition to 
tn eir oih« r injuries.

About one unua half m iles below M anitoba 
rapias on R ainy riv er there is a saw m ill on 
th a C anadian side and a n o th er ready to m ove 
across to the A m erican aide. N ear Pine river 
on tbe A m erican side is a boom tw o miles 
long, which will hold fifty m illion feet of 
logs. 
7 be tim ber for this boom wan all cut 
iu the A m erican forests from Indian lands. 
7 here has also been an im m ense am o u n t of 
cord wood cu t and sold to th e tw enty-tw o 
steam ers on Rainy river.

Special: The famous Brook­ 
lyn tabernacle, of which Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
rnadge, 
D. 
D., 
is pastor, wa# for the 
second lim e in its history, totally destroyed 
by fire. 
Sunday morning a policeman dis­ 
covered flames issuing from the small win­ 
dows over the main entrance, find, rushing 
to the nearest signal box, sent an alarm. The 
firemen found the tire had assumed large 
proportions and additional alarms, calling all 
available apparatus, were at once sent in. It 
became evident that the edifice was doomed 
to destruction. 
It burned like a tinder box, 
and 
the 
firemen 
despairing of 
saving 
it directed their main efforts to the adjoin­ 
ing property. 
Many of the occupants ut 
the neighboring dw ellings 
were 
already 
awake, aud the police rrooeeded to arouse 
those who were sleeping. 
The tbree-story

As soon as spring 
opened in 1870 he started for Sioux Fails, arriv­ 
ing there after weeks of delay by bad road* and 
high water, with ‘J5 cents in bis pocket. He has 
since then served three terms a# congressional 
delegate for the Territory of Dakota, and is 
largely interested In various business enter­ 
prises rn the new Ftate of South Dakota.

supplied from the Ameiu-an forests, two ele­ 
vator#, one flouring mill and other indus­ 
tries.

SCRIP. 


An Important Land Case From 31 in- 
nesota Decided by the General 
Land Office. 


Burned to Death W hile Suspended 
in Mid-Air by an Electric 
Light Wire. 


Washington, D. C. Special Telegram .— 
Assistant Land Commissioner Stone, of the 
general land office, has given an opinion 
In w hat is known as one of the Chippewa 
half-breed scrip cases. 
The lanu in contro­ 
versy is very valuable, as it contains rich 
deposits of iron and Is in the great Minnesota 
iron b e lt 
The land is lot 7 and northeast 
q u arter section 30, town 11, range 03, in the 
D uluth d istrict 
The land was first located 
by Jam es H. W arren by his attorney in fact, 
J. H. fciharp, under the treaty of Sept 30, 
1854, which allowed every head of a famt.y 
of the mixed blood Chippewas of Lake Su­ 
perior to loca'e eighty acres of land. Feb. 
23, 1889, Joseph H. Chandler applied to lo­ 
cate Valentine scrip on the trac:. 
March 23. 
1889, Jes*e G Barride applied by attorney 
to locate a soldier's additional homestead 
entry. 
Both applicants were rejected on tho 
ground of W arren’s previous location March 
11, 1889, Emio H artm ’in applied w ith For- 
terfield scrip and was also refused. 
All par­ 
ties appealed to the general land office. 
Chandler and Barride failed to file affidavits 
of contest against W arren until after H art­ 
m an’s affidavit was filed, and hiB contest 
therefore comes first and he is the only one 
considered. 
H urtm an alleges th at W arren 
made the entry for the benefit of other par­ 
ties, who paid him a valuable consideration; 
th at J. H. Sharp was made his attorney for 
location, and C. A. d’A utrem ont attorney to 
sell. 
No law was ever passed by congress 
regulating 
OTHER METHODS OF SELECTION. 
B ut the interior departm ent authorized 
the half-breed to appear before an Indian 
agent and m ake proot th at he or she was, at 
the rate of the treaty, the head of a family 
belonging to the Lake Superior Chippewas. 
The agent should deposit the proof w ith the 
land officers, and the Indian secure a certifi­ 
cate of identity. 
This certificate of identity 
w as located by W airen through his attorney. 
The assistant com m issioner holds that War­ 
ren’s selection is prim a facia valid. 
It was 
m ade by virtue of power of attorney duly 
executed in the nam e of W arren himself, 
properly identified as a beneficiary in the 
treaty. 
He had a right to have the land se­ 
lected for him, and the land in question had 
segregated from the public domain when 
the other applications were made. 
The ac­ 
tion of the local officers in rejecting said ap­ 
plication is affirmed subject to appeal to the 
d epartm ent 
He directs p atent to issue to 
Wftrren. 
If W arren has been defrauded as 
alleged by the contestant, his patent will 
p iotect him. 
If he has agreed to sell the 
iapd for a consideration it is som ething with 
which the departm ent has n< hing to do. 
The authority by which the land was located 
was a certificate of identity and contains 
nothing to prevent the Indian from dispos­ 
ing of it or bargaining for the land before he 
has located it.

T h e C z a r E n te r ta in e d by th e R o y a l 
F a m ily o f G e rm a n y . 


B e r l in , Cable.—The czar has arrived here. 
He was accom panied by the grand.uuke 
George, hie Becond son. Em peror William, 
of the royal princes, Yriuce Bis­ 
m arck, Count H erbert Bismarck and a num ­ 
ber of generals and court officials received 
the czar and the duke at Lehrter station. 
The czar was attired in the uniform of the 
German Alexander regim ent, of which he is 
honorary coloneL 
He and Em peror William 
em braced repeatedly. 
After their greeting 
was over, the czar turned to Bism arck and 
Bhook hands w ith 
him. 
He uIbo 
held 
a 
brief 
conversation 
w ith 
the 
chancellor. 
The mem bers of the czar’s 
auite were then presented to the suite of 
Emperor William, after which the guard of 
honor defiled before the czar, the band play­ 
ing the llusslan national hymn. 
The partv 
then proceeded to the state carriages which 
were in w aiting, and drove through the 
Brandenburg gale across the Koenigsplatz 
fuid.fo the Russian embassy, the horses going 
ou a fast tro t for the entire distance. 
As the 
im perial carriages passed the B randenburg 
gate a park of artillery began tiring a salute 
ef 101 guna 
The streets along the route 
fr^rfi pleutifully decorated with flags and 
Diluting, but the crowd which had gathered 
did not cheer as the czar passed alon^. 
Em ­ 
peror William wore the uniform of tne Rus­ 
sian Wyborga regim ent, and had on his 
breast the decoration of the Russian Order of 
St. Andrew". 
Prince Bismarck also wore his 
Russian ordera 
Em peror William, before 
leaving the Russian eiaLas6y, sat down to a 
luncheon with 
THE CZAR ANT) IIIS PARTI, 
Count Sebouvaloff, the Russian ambassador, 
presided and was the first to raise his glass 
to we'com e the czar, after which he called 
for three cheers, and there was a hearty re­ 
sponse. 
The band played tho Russian an­ 
them , and then the czar toasted Em peror 
William. 
The two engaged in an anim ated 
conversation until the em peror left the em ­ 
bassy at 12:30. 
Bism arck did not accom­ 
pany the em peror, but rem ained at the em ­ 
bassy and held a conference with the czar 
tVhicb lasted fully an hour and a half. Later 
ihe czar drove out in an open cairiage sur­

cavalry and paid a visit 
to

The dinner in the 
white hall of the schloss took place in the 
evening and there were 140 covers.

czar wore the uniform of a German uhlan 
regim ent and was seated betw een the em ­ 
peror and the empress, with Prince Bismarck 
as his vis a via 
Em peror William drank to 
tiiq.w elfare,qi his honored m en d and gue^t 
{»pd to ilie cbutiouanoe off friendship be­ 
tween their tw o houses, which had been 
m s'm ain ed for over a hundred years, and 
which he was resolved to cheri«h as a sacred 
legacy from his ancestors. 
The czar drank 
to the well fare of the Em peror William and 
thanked him in French for his friendly sen­ 
timent*.

making them one house; th at Mr. B arr p u t 
his bed, stove, table, etc., iu his; 
and m at 
she put a bed, etove, table, etc.,in hers; that 
there were no meaus of comm unicating 
between 
the 
two 
different 
parts 
of 
the 
bouse, except 
by 
going 
outside, 
each paru having an outside door; th at 
she acted in good faith in making tfie eutry, 
not knowing Michael Barr at the tim e and 
having no understanding th at it was to be 
kept m the Barr fam ily; th a t she complied 
with the homestead law fully.” Mrs. B arr’s 
claim is rejected ou tbe ground th at husband 
aud wife cauuot m aintain separate resi­ 
dences a t tbe same time aud in the same 
house, so th at each by virtue of said resi­ 
dence may perfect an entiy under the home­ 
stead law.

He had met his 
antagonist a t Weebawken, opposite 
New York, and been killed, 
liamil 
ton a t this time was so impressed 
with the noxious influence of the 
code th at he published a pampbet 
against it. 
But there were manv reasons why 
it was difficult for him to decline to 
meet Burr. He had formerly sanc­ 
tioned the practice he now condemn­ 
ed by serving as second to Col. 
Laurens in a duel with Gen. i>ee. His 
own son had fallen three years be­ 
fore in (as it was considered at the 
time) a vindication of his father’s 
honor. 
He was prominent as an 
aspirant for the first office in the gift 
of the [teople. Today a duel would 
doubtless decide the question against 
him. Then he regarded q refusal to 
light as fatal to his chaBces. Had lie 
possessed a certain moral strength, 
often deficient in some ql thy (lainii- 
tions. he would have acted upon hiw 
convictions. He was too weak to do 
this and accepted the challenge. 


Early IIMory of the Saw. 
According to a recent writer (sa\s 
London Iron), saws have been dis­ 
covered in Germany and Denmark, 
which belonged to the bronze age. The 
metal of which they were eomposed 
was cast into thin shaft, and serrat­ 
ed by breaking the edge. 
Equally 
and interesting discoveries have lieen 
made in Aqierica. 
Ii has been found 
th at saws mqde of obsidian, which is 
a kind of glass produced by volca­ 
noes, were used duriug the stone age 
in Mexico, and saws and knives ot 
the same material have been found 
in the alluvial deposits of New .Jersey, 
probably carried thither from Mexico 
by the action ot the water. The 
Dhmniciuns are among the earliest 
nations which are supposed to have 
used the saw. The scholar is not 
surprised to find a very pretty story 
accounting for the discovery of the 
saw in Grecian mythology. Here the 
inVentor is said to have found the 
jaw bone of a snake, which he imi­ 
tated by jugging an iron plate. The 
lacustrine and other early inhabi­ 
tants of Europe are credited with 
having made saw’s ot flint, and the 
natives pf the West Indian Islands 
Uad saws made of notched shells.

The funeral of I>r. H. H. Tucker, 
an eminent Baptist divine, which 
took place at Atlanta a few days 
ago,w as unique in many respect*.Dr.

It is a well-ascertained fact that, 
with respect to about ninety per 
cent, of the community, the price 
paid for food comes to one-half the 
income or moie. After this food is 
bought howr much of it is wasted in 
bad cooking? 
How much human 
force is wasted in consequence of bad 
cooking? How much does dyspepsia 
or indigestion, caused by Imd cook­ 
ing, impair the working capacity of 
the people of tho United States and 
dimmish their product? 
Can five 
cents’ worth per day be saved? Is 
not th at a very insufficient measure 
of the difference l»etween a poor, 
wasteful cook and a good economi­ 
cal one? It five cents a day can be 
saved on food and fuel,while a t the 
same time th at which is bought and 
cooked may be converted into more 
nutritious and appetizing lood, the 
difference iu each community of 
(>,000 people would be $109,500 a 
year, or about nine per cent, of the 
total product of the typical com­ 
munity, which we have assumed to 
be $1,200,000 a year in gross. When 
the attention of the labor reformer 
is brought down from grand schemes 
for altering the whole constitution 
of 8oci°ty, by act of Congress or of 
the State legislature, to the simple 
question of how each person, each 
family, or each community may bet­ 
ter itself under existing conditions, 
great progress will have been made 
in solving all the problems which are 
now' [ending.—Edward Atkinson, in 
the April Forum.

B urned to D eath W hile Suspended 
in M id-Air by an E lectric 
L ight W ire. 


Washington, D. C. Special 
Telegram .— 
Assistant Land Commissioner Stone, of tbe 
general land office, has given an opinion 
In what is known as one of the Chipper*a 
half-breed scrip cases. 
The lanu in contro­ 
versy is very valuable, as it contains rich 
deposits of iron and Is in tbe great Minnesota 
iron b elt 
The land is lot 7 and northeast 
quarter section 30, town l l , range 63. in the 
Duluth disrrict 
The land was first located 
by Jam es HL Warren by hrs attorney in fact, 
J. H. Hharp, under the treaty of Sept 30, 
1854, which allowed every head of a faint.y 
of the m ixed blood Chippewas of Lake Su­ 
perior to loca'e ebriny acres of land. 
Feb. 
23, 1880, Joseph H. Chandler applied to lo­ 
cate Valentine scrip on the traeL 
March 23. 
1880, Jesse G Barride applied bv attorney 
to locate a soldier's additional homestead 
entry. 
Both applicants were rejected on tho 
ground of Warren’s previous location March 
l l , 1880, Emio H aitm in applied with Por­ 
terfield scrip and was also refused. 
All par­ 
ties appealed to the general land office. 
Chandler and Barride failed to file affidavits 
of contest against Warren until after Hart­ 
man's affidavit was filed, and his contest 
therefore com es first and he is the only one 
considered. 
Hartman alleges that Warren 
made the entry for the benefit of other par­ 
ties, who paid him a valuable consideration; 
that J. H. Sharp was made his attorney for 
location, and C. A. d’Autremont attorney to 
sell. 
No law was ever passed by congress 
regulating 
O TU EK METHODS OF SELECTION. 
But tbe interior departm ent authorized 
the half-breed to appear before an Indian 
agent and make proof that he or she was, at 
the rate of the treaty, the head of a fam ily 
belonging to the Lake Superior Chippewas. 
The agent should deposit the proof with the 
land officers, and the Indian secure a certifi­ 
cate of identity. 
This certificate of identity 
was located by Warren through hie attorney. 
The assistant com m issioner holds that War­ 
ren’s eeleciion is prima facia valid. 
It w as 
made by virtue of power of attorney duly 
executed in the name of Warren himself, 
properly identified as a beneficiary in the 
treaty. 
He had a right to have the land se­ 
lected for him, and the land in question had 
segregated from the public domain when 
the other applications were made. 
The ac­ 
tion of the local officers in : ejecting said ap­ 
plication is affirmed subject to appeal to the 
departm ent 
He directs patent to issue to 
Warren, 
lf W arren has been defrauded as 
alleged by tho contestant, bis patent will 
protect him. 
If he has agreed to sell the 
land for a consideration it is som ething with 
which the departm ent has n 
bing to do. 
The authority by w hich the land was located 
was a certificate of identity aud contains 
nothing to prevent the ludian from dispos­ 
ing of it or bargaining for the laud before he 
has located it 
The allegation that Warren 
had signed two pow era of attorney in blank, 
one to locate the land and the other to sell 
the same, does not invalidate the certificate 
The pa'ent is directed to issue to Warren or 
hill authorized agent, subject to appeal. This 
case wall of course be appealed to the in­ 
terior department, as there are others pend­ 
ing which will be affected by the final decis­ 
ion aud the land involved in this case is 
worth $25 0 ,0 0 0 or more.

He vrae accompanied by the grand.uuke 
George, his second son. 
Emperor William, 
ttby^+al of the royal princes, Prince Bis­ 
marck, Count Herbert Bismarck aud a num ­ 
ber of generals and court officials received 
the czar aud the duke at Lehrter station. 
The czar w as attired in the uniform of the 
German Alexander regiment, of which he is 
honorary colonel 
He and Emperor William 
embraced repeatedly. 
After their greeting 
was over, the czar turned to Bismarck and 
•hook hands 
with 
him. 
He also 
held 
a 
brief 
conversation 
with 
the 
chancellor. 
The members of the czar's 
suite were then presented to the suite of 
Emperor William, after w hich the guard of 
honor defiled before the czar, the band play­ 
ing the Russian national hymn. 
The party 
then proceeded to tile state carriages w hich 
were in waiting, and drove through the 
Brandenburg gale across tbe Koenigsplatx 
fe d to the Russian embassy, the horses going 
on a fast trot for the entire distance. 
As the 
Imperial carriages passed the Brandenburg 
gate a park of artillery began tiring a salute 
ef IC I guns. 
The streets along the route 
Wjirt plentifully decorated with dags and 
bunting, but the crowd winch had gathered 
did not cheer as the czar passed along'. 
Em­ 
peror William wore the uniform of tne Rus- 
ajan Wyborga regiment, and had on his 
breast the decoration of the Russian Order of 
bk Andrew. 
Prince Bismarck also wore his 
Russian orders. 
Emneror William, before 
leaving the Russian embassy, sat down to a 
luncheon with 
THE CZAR AXP HIS PABTT, 
Count SchouvalofT. the Russian ambassador, 
presided and was tbe first to raise his glass 
to we corne the czar, after which he called

had no intention of marrying Mr. Barr, but

sodded them up ail around on the outside, 
making them one house; 
that Mr. Barr put 
his bed, stove, table, etc., rn his; 
and m at 
she put a bed, stove, table, etc.,in hers; that 
there 
were no means vt communicating 
between

different 
parts 
of 
the 
bouse, 
except 
by 
going 
outside, 
each part having an outside door; that 
she acted in good faith in making the eutry, 
not knowing Michael Barr at the time and 
having no understanding that it was to be 
kept m the Barr fam ily; that she complied 
with the homestead law fully."

Horribly Mangled. 
News reached here on Tuesday af 
ternoon that Henry M. Wood, former­ 
ly a freight conductor on the North 
em Pacific with headquarters at 
Brainerd, had been ran over and kil­ 
led near Kimberly.

He was somewhat addic­ 
ted to drink and on this fatal day he 
had been to Aitkin and had with con­ 
genial friends spent the day and re­ 
turning to his homestead on freight 
train No. 20, was let off there by 
the conductor, but as he appeared 
unable to make much headway the 
conductor sent one of the brakemen 
to see that he got far enough away 
ti cm the track so that he would not 
get in the way of passing trains. Ac­ 
companying him quite a distance into 
the \ Foods on the way towards Mr. 
Wood’s solitary habitation the brake­ 
man lei't him and returned hurriedly 
to the t rack in order to get on the 
passenger tram iii order to catch his 
own train up tho road. Mr. Wood 
must have turned around almost as 
soon as his companion, for when No. 
8, the Dull ith express came around a 
sharp curv.», the engineer, Mr. Clay­ 
ton, saw hi in upon the track but not 
in time to stop, and the merciless 
wheels erne lied over him, killing him 
instantly :tnd frightfully mangling 
the body, so much so that he was 
picked up rn pieces and placed in a 
barrel, tho only available receptacle, 
and taken tc Aitkin where an inquest 
was held yesterday.

He was a thoroughly competent and 
reliable railroad man, honest in his 
dealings and had not an enemy in the 
world His only failing was his in­ 
dulgence, and we are informed that 
that was the prime cause of his going 
onto a claim away from every one 
where he could be away from tempta­ 
tion. Ho was about 30 years of age 
and was in easy circumstances, having 
saved quite a little money so we are 
informed. He had a divorced wife 
and one child in Wisconsin.
